Bills to pension ex-slaves have 
been used by^ unscrupulous negroes 
and w h ite attorneys to lleece thou- 
sands of ignorant negroes th ro u g h ­ 
out the U n ited States. 
F o r several sessions the measure 
has been introduced in the senate. 
T h a t w as as far as it got. 
T h e n tne “ prom oters” back of it 
w ou ld send out circulars th rough ­ 
out the south in v itin g ex-slaves to 
apply^ for a pension from the g o v ­ 
ernm ent. 
T h e promoters e x p la in ­ 
ed thiit the bill w as already intro-1 
duced, that it w ou ld soon become \ 
a la w , and that tiie “ forty acres 
and a m u le” proposition w oul i be 
totally eclip<ied.

M ike O ’ Donnell never pretended 


CO be a hero. 
He is simply a poor, 


uneducated N e w Y o r k 
city 
boy 


'who calmly sacrificed ten years of 


his liberty to save his brother from 


prison, and who would not betray 


the guilty one even when he three 


times felt that he was becoming 


insane. 
“ Jim m y” 
O ’ Donnell 
was 
the 
bad brother. 
O n A p ril 30, 18S8, 


“ Jim my,” with two other ruffians, 


robbed 
M a x 
Stein’s saloon 
and 


beat him fearfully. 
Michael had 
nothing to do with the crime. 
He 


went around to Stein’ s saloon to 
recover Jim m y’s hat. 
Stein, mis­ 
taking one brother for the other, 


had Michael arrested. 
T h e boy never uttered a word in 
his own behalf. 
H i was convicted 
and sent to state prison for thirty 
years. 
Senator 
Featherson 
was 


later 
told 
of 
the 
innocence 
of 


Michael. 
The senator offered to 
help him to freedom. 
“ D o n ’ t do 
it,” 
said Michael. 
“ I ’m a strong, big fellow, and I 
can stand this place all right, 
but 
J im m y’ s 
delicate. 
I 
guess 
he 
w o n ’ t last nfuch longer any way, 
and I ’m used to this place n o w .” 
This self-sacrifice was the more 
remarkable 
because 
Michael 
O ’ Donnell had 
but 
recently 
re­ 
turned for the second time to A u ­ 
burn prison from 
the Matteawan 
hospital for the insane. 
He was 
cured then. 
He had the full use 
of his memory. 
He knew that his devotion to 
his brother Jim my had twice cost 
him his reason, and might make 
him insane again, yet he did not 
falter. 
H e would not buy freedom by 
betraying his brother. 
“ Jim m y” O ’ Donnell, after con- 
fe'^sing all, died in April, 1898. 
Michael 
O ’ Donnell 
was 
par­ 
doned and released from prison on 
Dec. 14, 1898. 
T h e awful torture of prisión life 
for an innocent man had done its 
complete work. 
Michael O ’ D on ­ 
nell suffered a complete return of 
homicidal 
mania. 
O n 
Oct. 
22, 
last, he killed John Scanlon,wdiom 
he had never seen before. 
Michael sat in the court of gen­ 
eral sessions in N e w Y o rk Friday 
a mere shivering, mumbling wreck. 
His counsel laid the facts before 
the jury that was trying him for 
his life. 
Judge Newburger took 
the case from the trial jury and 
called another jury, which declared 
the 
prisoner 
insane. 
Then 
tne 
judge sent Michoel O ’ Donnell back 
to Matteawan once more. 
Death 
w ill soon take him. 
If there is one idea clear in his 
flarkened mind it is this, that he 
kept faith with his brother under 
fearful odds and saved him though 
he sacrificed reason and health in 


doing so.

O hio, Indiana, lilinois, Iow a, N e ­ 
braska, M innesota and other states 
state fairs are properly supported 
and have been supplied w ith ample 
funds for the erection of buildings 
and the im provem ent ot grounds. 
T h e state go vern m en t— the g e n ­ 
eral assem bly— the public men and 
politicians of this state— will yield 
to the wishes of the people of the 
state if there be sentiment w id e ­ 
spread and positive in this state in 
favo r of a S tate F air. 
T h e n the 
state go vern m en t w ill m ake neces­ 
sary and am ple provision to supply 
its needs. 
I f there be no such sen­ 
tim ent and no such demand, then 
it m a y w ell be expected that the 
çtate go vern m en t and the general 
assem bly w ill suffer this offspring 
o f the state to perish from neglect. 
I believe, and dare to assert, that 
the farmers, the stock-breeders, the 
industrial w orkers of every class in 
this state, are generally in favor of 
a successful S tate Fair, m anaged 
and ad equ ately supported b y the 
state.

T h ere is no com m u n ity in this 
state in w hich a S tate F a ir can be 
established

suc­ 
cessfully, m eeting the w an ts and 
serving the purposes of such an in ­ 
stitution, w ith ou t the control and 
sapport of the state. 
B y establish­ 
in g such an institution, locating it 
perm an ently w ith am ple grounds, 
and p la cin g its control w ith the 
S tate B oa rd o f A g r ic u ltu r e , it is 
only 
reasonable to suppose 
that 
this state w ill finally yield to its 
offspring that honorable and g e n ­ 
erous assistance w h ich w ill enable 
it to m aintain itself and fulfill the 
purposes o f its creation.

tions and contracts already made, 
and paid or secured, w ould amount 
to about 145,000. 
L o o k in g into the 
future, 
c o n ­ 
sidering the matter as a practical 
proposition, I do not hesitate to 
say to you that I think there should 
be im mediate and practical steps 
taken for friendly co-operation be­ 
tw een the officers and members of 
the 
S tate 
Industrial associations 
and the State Board of A gricu ltu re 
and also the public-spirited citi­ 
zens of Sedalia, and that the w ork 
of 
im p ro vin g 
tlie 
S tate 
F air 
grounds should be prom ptly and 
intelligently entered upon. 
W h ile 
the pow er, and all authority in this 
connection, are vested b y law in 
the State Board of A gricu ltu re, I 
feel confident in the statement that 
the 
members

body w ill v ie w w ith pleasure any 
proposition that w ill give to the 
S tate Board of A g ricu ltu re the in­ 
telligent and earnest support of the 
officers of these allied associations, 
and the aid and assistance of the 
business men of the city of Sedalia. 


o r g a n i z a t i o n w a n t e d . 
W ith o u t 
even suggestin g that 
any one should interfere w ith the 
m ara gem en t of the State Board of 
A gricu ltu re, or divide w ith that 
body the 
responsibility 
and au­ 
thority vested in tliem b y law , I 
am sure that w e m ay properly or­ 
ganize com mittees lor the purpose 
of gath erin g information, prepar­ 
ing plans, and securing adequate 
support for the S tate Fair, to be 
controlled and m anaged in all its 
departments and 
details 
by 
the 
S tate Board of A g ricu ltu re. 
It seems clear to me that there 
should be com mittees appoiuted to 
visit, exam ine and consider the ar­ 
rangem ents 
and 
accom modations 
supplied in other states; that an 
executive com m ittee of the S tate 
B oard of A g r ic u ltu r e 
should be 
em p ow ered to em p lo y a civil en ­ 
gineer, an architect and landscape 
gardeners, and to prepare a proper 
m ap and plat o f the grounds s h o w ­ 


ing the location of g a te w a y s and 
drives and w alks, racing tracks, 
executive offices, and all the build­ 
ings and other structures necessary 
for the immediate future, and that 
plans and estimates for those build- 
I ings and structures should be made 
at the earliest practicable date.

A proper sew erage 
system should be planned and care­ 
fully executed, because n othing is 
more im portant in that connection. 
A racing track should be located, 
surveyed, 
and 
proper 
contracts 
made for 
its construction. 
T h e 
m a k in g of a modern race track is a 
w ork of art. 
It w ill require time, 
great care and a reasonable amount 
of money. 
In connection w ith the 
racing track, either as a part of it 
or as an adjunct to it, should be 
provided a proper show ring or 
show ground for all domestic an i­ 
mals to be put on exhibition. 
A d ­ 
jacent to both the racing track and 
the show track or ground, and com ­ 
m an d in g a proper v ie w o f both, 
should be an extensive gran d stand 
for seating spectators, w ith music 
stand, ju d ges’ stand and starter’s 
stand, properly located in relation 
thereto. 
A n adm inistrative build­ 


ing, w ith ample offices for the state 
agents and the State Board o f A g ­ 
riculture, and all of the officers an d 
servants of the state in the m an age­ 
ment of the State F air, w ill be a 
positive necessity. 
A separate and 
am ple building for the com fort o f 
the public, and for the use o f all 
visitors, should be provided w ith

well watered, well drained, well 
ventilated and lighted. 


A C O M M O D I O U S A U D I T O R I U M . 
In connection with one of these 
main buildings, or as a separate 
edifice, there should be a commo­ 
dious 
auditorium, 
properly 
pro­ 
vided with rostrum and seats for a 
large auditory, in order that the 
State Industrial association, 
and 
all state bodies desiring to hold 
meetings during the course of the 
fair, may have the proper facilities 
therefor. 
I believe that with such 
accommodations in the nature of 
an auditorium there could be car­ 
ried on a series of meetings during, 
or in connection with, the State 
Fair, attended 
by 
thousands 
of 
farmers and stockmen of the state, 
both old and young, and at w^iich 
papers and addresses and 
music 
would be listened to with pleasure 
and profit, and that such meetings 
under the management of the State 
Board of Agriculture might com­ 
mand the best talent of this and 
other states for the edification and 
improvement of all who chose to 
take advantage of the opportuni­ 
ties given. 
It is not desirable that I should 
forestall those who will be charged 
w ith these duties in giving you my 
views as to the plans and dimen­ 
sions of buildings, or as to any spe­ 
cial arrangements thereof. Neither 
will time admit of my going into 
such details. 
I have taken occa­ 
sion to apply to officers of the state 
fairs of Ohio, 
Indiana, 
Illinois, 
Iowa, Nebraska and Minnesota for 
information in regard to their state 
fairs and grounds and buildings, 
and I have received the most cour­ 
teous and entertaining reports from 
all of them. 
These papers might 
prove of interest to those who will 
hereafter give time and thought to 
these matters, and I will be pleased 
to submit them for inspection and 
consideration. 
The state fair of Ohio at Colum- 
V bus has grounds of 115 acres, has 
five large general exposition build­ 
ings, three large exposition build­ 
ings for cattle, sheep and swine, 
five poultry 
houses, 
twenty-four 
horse barns, and one large adminis­ 
trative building. 
There are about 
500 box stalls for horses, about 600 
stalls for cattle, and about 600 pens 
for sheep and 600 for swine. 
The 
g ro u n d was purchased by the state 
board and made state property for 
fair purposes, 
and bonds author­ 
ized to be sold to 
the extent of 
^3 1 0 ,0 0 0 for the erection of the 
buildings on the ground. 
Yearly 
appropriations of $15,000 for the 
department of agriculture enables 
the state board to carry on the fair 
with no additional expense to the 
state, the receipis and income dur­ 
ing fciir week being suliicient to 
enable the board to maintain and 
carry on the fair without loss or 
other expense to the state. 


O T H E R F A I R F I G U R E S . 
T h e state fair of Indiana, located 
at Indianapoii';, has grounds of 214 
acres, with about 160 acres used 
for 
fair 
purposes. 
The grounds 
w ere purcliased by the state for the 
purpose of a state fair, and some 60 
buildinj^s have been erected there­ 
on. 
There are stalls for horses, 
500; 
for 
entile, 
240; 
pens 
for 
fiheep, 300; for swine, 400; a poul­ 
try building 200 feet long by 40 
fee t; agricultural and horticultural 
building, with buildings for imple­ 
ments and machinery, art build­ 
in g, building for dairy products, 
w o m e n ’ rt rest, executive building 
40 feet by 60 feet, of two stories 
heighth, e ’c, 
I have not been able 
to learn the cost of these build­ 
ings, as most of them were erected 
a good many years ago, but the 
state gives $10,000 each year to­ 
wards defraying the expenses of 
the exhibitions and fair, and from 
this fund, and from the receipts of 
the fair it-elf, 
the state fair is 
a m p ly maintained and successfully 
conducttii, 
and 
improvements 


made 
from 
time to time on its 
grounds. 
The state fair 
of 
Illinois 
at 
Springfield has 
grounds of 
160 
acres, on 
which 
are 
located 30 
buildings of a substantial nature. 
Stalls for horses, 550; for cattle, 
450; pens for sheep, i.ooo; pens 
tor swine, 2,000, with a building 
for poultry 96 feet by 120 feet. 
1 he principal building for agri­ 
cultural and horticultural products 
is 230 feet by 230 feet in dimension 
and cost $75,000. 
The building 
for 
agricultural 
implements and 
machinery is 125 feet by 587 feet 
in dimension 
and 
cost 
$65,000. 
The general exposition building is 
360 feet by 127 feet, and cost $70,- 
000. A large administrative build- 
ing, with dome roof, contains of­ 
fices 
for 
presidents, 
secretaries, 
treasurer, for meetings of the board 
and other oificers. 
Appropriations 
by the state for the improvement 
of grounds 
have 
been 
made to 
the 
amount 
of 
$304,5cx>. 
Thus 
equipped, and with an appropria­ 
tion annually of but $5,000, the 
state of Illinois is able to hold each 
year one of the best state fairs in 
the land, with annual receipts ex­ 
ceeding $50,000. 


W H A T I O W A H A S . 
The state fair of Iowa, at Des 
Moines, has grounds of 266 acres 
purchased by the state at an expense 
of $48,000, and during the past ten 
years the state has appropriated 
$41,000 for additions to the build­ 
ings thereon. About 100 buildings 
of a substantial nature have been 
erected, and there are stalls— for 
horses, 500; for cattle, 500; pens 
for sheep, 300; pens for swine, 
600, w^ith ample buildings for poul­ 
try, agricultural and horticultural 
products, for implements and ma­ 
chinery, with power hall, and about 
thirty private buildings put up by 
manufacturing companies, general 
exposition 
building, 100 by 200 
feet. 
Also there is a dairy hall, an 
art hall and 
amphitheater, with 
large ofiices for secretary, treasurer, 
president, vice president, superin­ 
tendents of all departments, etc. 
There is a large steam power plant 
for 
pumping 
water, 
furnishing 
electric lines and furnishing power 
for machinery hall. 
The total cost 
of buildings on the fair grounds was 
about $100,000. 
The 
gross 
re­ 
ceipts at the fair were about $50,- 
000, and the fair is now maintain­ 
ed and conducted successfully with­ 
out expense to the state for its 
maintenance. 
The state fair of Nebraska, at 
Lincoln, has grounds of 160 acres, 
donated by the people of Lincoln. 
On the grounds are six large, sub­ 
stantial buildings and stables with 
stalls for horses, 200; for cattle, 
300; 
pens 
for 
sheep, 
100; 
for 
swine, 400. 
There is a 
poultry 
building, and one for agricultural 
and one for horticultural products. 
The state seems to have done little 
or nothing for its state'fairs but the 
people of the state seem to have 
given it support, and they are con­ 
ducting the fair successfully, with 
but a small annual appropriation 
from the state for that purpose. 


T H E M I N N E S O T A F A I R . 
The state fair of Minnesota, held 
at Hamline, m idway between St. 
Paul and Minneapolis, has grounds 
of 200 acres, donated by Ramsey 
county, for the improvement 
of 
which $100,000 was furnished by 
the state, and on which $45,ocx) 
has been spent during the past ten 
years, and the state makes an ap­ 
propriation for the state fair each 
vear of $4,000. 
W ith this support 
a successful state fair is held with­ 
out other expense to the state, and 
they have an income during fair 
week of some $90,000.

Also, there is a dairy 
building, art 
building, 
women’s 
building, 
etc., 
a 
large 
building 
containing a 
continual residence 
for the secretary and 
offices for 
secretary, president, treasurer and 
other oftlcers. There is also a steam 
power plant and many other con­ 
veniences. 
A ll these state fairs have racing 
tracks, and some of them have a 
secondary 
track 
for 
exercising 
horses without having to use the 
general racing track for that pur­ 
pose. 
A ll of these state fairs, and sev­ 
eral other state fairs in our coun­ 
try, are institutions of great honor 
and great value 
to their several 
states, and they are managed with 
ability, and are maintained prac­ 
tically 
without 
expense 
to 
the 
states. 
From each of these states 
come reports of great benefit and 
encouragement to industrial work­ 
ers of every branch of industry de­ 
rived from the state fairs, 
I can 
think of no better suggestion to 
make to the State Board of A g r i­ 
culture than to appoint a carefully 
selected executive committee, and 
send them to visit the state fair 
grounds in three or four of the 
states, and to confer with the offi­ 
cers and representatives of the state 
boards in those states, and to pro­ 
cure all the information and sug­ 
gestions possible in that way. 
It 
might be the part of wisdom for 
the State Board of Agriculture to 
invite the co-operation of a com­ 
mittee from the State Industrial as­ 
sociations, and of a local commit­ 
tee from Sedalia. 
In this connec­ 
tion I would suggest also that the 
State Board of Agriculture apply 
for membership in the “ American 
Association of Fairs and Exposi­ 
tions,’ ^ and that it send each year 
its representatives to the meetings 
of that important body. 


C A N T H I S B E D O N E ? 


I am told that there are people 
in this 
state who 
do 
not 
care 
whether the Missouri State Fair is 
maintained successfully and carried 
on profitably or not. 
I have been 
told that some there be who would 
wish that the State Fair shall be 
disowned and ignored by the au­ 
thorities of the state, and that it 
be left to perish in its infancy for 
the want ot state support. 
My at­ 
tention hi’ s been called to a para­ 
graph in the act under which the 
State Fair was established and lo­ 
cated, providing 
that 
no money 
shall be appropriated from the gen­ 
eral revenue fund of the state for 
the support, improvement or inain- 
tenaiice of the fair, etc , and I am 
asked to express my views in rela­ 
tion to that clause. 
M y answer to all these sugges­ 
tions shall be that I have always 
been in favor of a State Fair in 
Missouri, to be establisiied, con­ 
trolled and maintained by the state 
in an honorable, 
successful and 
beneficial manner. 
1 assume that 
tho^-e gentlemen who souglit to de­ 
feat the pas-age of the act estab­ 
lishing ii State Fair were so active 
and influential that it was found 
necessary to insert in the measure 
such words as prohibit the appro­ 
priation of money from t!ie state 
revenue fund for the purposes of 
the fair, in order 
to secure the 
passage and approval of the act. 
Certainly there could be no otiier 
adequate reason given for putting 
in the iict a prohibi^^ion so unwise 
and 
unnatural. 
Even 
if 
the 
Fortieth general assembly thought 
it unwise for 
it to appropriate 
money from the state revenue fund 
to aid the State Fair, that assem­ 
bly had no constitutional right or 
power to prohibit future general as­ 
semblies from making such appro­ 
priations for the fair from the gen ­ 
eral revenue fund as might from 
time to time seem necessary or ad­ 
visable. 
1 assert here, wilhout the 
fear of 
successful contradiction, 
that the clause referred to has not 
the slightest binding power or au­ 
thority in limiting future legisla­ 
tures in making appropriations for 
the Missouri State Fair. 
Nothing 
short of a constitutional amend­ 
ment could restrict any general as­ 
sembly of Missouri in the exercise 
of its vested authority in making 
appropriations from the revenue 
fund. 


S P E A K S A S A M I S S O U R I A N . 


I do not speak merely as a vSeda- 
lian. 
I speak as a Missourian, as a 
citizen with interests and princi­ 
ples that reach beyond all local 
and personal considerations. 
1 as­ 
sert that the general revenue fund 
of this state is largely gathered 
from the farms and workshops of 
our people, and from the produce 
thereof. 
There is 
no 
reason in 
principle or in fact for prohibiting 
the use of a small part of that 
revenue for a few years in making 
ample appropriations for the iny 
provement 
of 
the 
State 
Fair 
grounds. 
The 
resources 
of 
the 
state are ample, and there is every 
reason for assisting and encourag­ 
ing the industrial workers of the 
state with moderate and reason­ 
able 
appropriations 
to 
aid 
that 
State Fair which has now been 
established and located by the state 


“ for the purpose of encouraging 
the development of the agricultural, 


horticultural, mechanical, mineral, 
stock-raising and all other indus­ 
trial interests of the state of Mis­ 
souri,” to use the opening words of 
the first section of the law estab­ 
lishing the State P'air. 
I ask you gentlemen to consider 
the 
proposition 
for 
a 
moment. 
What 
encouragement 
and 
what 
development will these industries 
have or receive from a State Fair 
managed by the State Board of 
Agriculture if the sole fund pro­ 
vided for its support by the state 
shall be a few thousand dollars de­ 
rived from licenses issued to race­ 
track bookmakers and pool-sellers 
It is well to be courageous and 
comprehensive 
in these 
matters. 
I would be untrue to myself and to 
you— representativ ÍS of the indus­ 
trial interests of Missouri— if 1 did 
not claim for the State Fair of 
Missouri that which it most needs, 
and without which it cannot be 
successfully maintained, 
the rea­ 
sonable 
and 
adequate 
support 
of the state, 
which created, es­ 
tablished and located the fair, and 
and which retains the control of 
the fair through the agency of the 
State Board of Agriculture. 
It has been suggested to me that 
when the State Fair was located at 
Sedalia it was with 
the 
under­ 
standing that the state should never 
appropriate money ior improving 
the grounds 
or 
maintaining the 
fair. 
In behalf of Sedalia I wish 
to state that the law establishing 
the State Fair had not been then 
read by any citizen here, so far as 
I have been able to learn, and it 
certainly had not yet been pub- 
lislied by the state. 
I had some­ 
thing to do with the proposition 
from Sedalia, and with its presen­ 
tation before the State Board of 
Agriculture, and 
I know that I 
never learned or thought of any 
attempt being made to limit the 
legislatures ot the s^^^ate in all future 
time from making proper appro­ 
priations 
for 
improving 
the 
grounds or maintaining the State 
Fair. 


N O T A L O C A L E N T E R P R I S E . 


But the State Fair of Missouri is 
not and can not be a local enter­ 
prise. 
Even if the Fortieth gen­ 
eral assembly and all the citizens 
of Sedalia 
understood 
the 
mat­ 
ter alike, and if they all desired 
that this State Fair shall forever 
remain a puny, inefficient and val­ 
ueless institution, 1 have the cour­ 
age to declare as my conviction 
that it is my duty and }our duty, 
and the duty of every public-spirit­ 
ed worker in Missouri, to under­ 
take manfully to secure 
for our 
State Fair adequate 
and timely 
rupport and maintenance from the 
state of JNiissouri. 
Evi'ry other state institution es­ 
tablished and located by authority 
of law receives an annual support 
from the state, and each institution 
finds need for more and more ap­ 
propriations from the revenue fund 
as tlie institution grows in extent 
and influence, and as the state in­ 
creases in wealth and population. 
Not another i'l^Mi uiion in the state 
under state control is by law pro­ 
hibited 
from 
receiving 
aid and 
maintenance from the state. Wliy, 
then, this inhibition as to the State 
Fair, and why sliould there be any 
oppositif n in any quarter to ade- 
(juate appropriations for the im­ 
provement 
ot 
tiie 
State 
Fair 
grounds ? 
Think 
of 
it, 
gentlemen; 
the 
State Fair 
is probably the only 
state institution that when once 
fairly 
established 
and eijuipped, 
and its grounds improved, can be 
carried on succi'ssfully through de­ 
cades 
and 
generations 
to 
come 
without further aid or appropria­ 
tions fro.n 
the state. 
\V ith the 
grounds once properly improved, 
and adequate buildings and other 
facilities supplied, at an expense 
of 
not to exceed $300,000, 
the 
State Fair of Missouri, under the 
wise 
management 
of 
the 
State 
Board of Agriculture, can be made 
self-sustaining, and would become 
a powerful and lasting influence to 
the industrial development of this 
great state. 
The mineral resources, the fer­ 
tile soil, the diversified industries, 
the unsurpassed commercial advan­ 
tages of Missouri, are subjects that 
arouse our pride and fill us with 
enthusiasm. 
W hat we need to do 
is to have all our people made to 
understand these great resources, 
advantages and limitless possibili­ 
ties. 
ITntil our people see and feel 
these things, and in their success- 
ful work in every field ot industry 
give positive proofs ot these ad­ 
vantages 
and possibilities, 
there 
will be no such prosperity among! 
our industrial workers as we desire 
and have the right to expect.

RAY WINS HIS SUIT. 


BtiUk Case Which Will Establish a 
Precedefit. 


In the federal court yesterday, in 
the suit of Smith D. R a y against 
the Bank of Lawson (M o.) , for 
malicious 
prosecution 
and 
false 
imprisonment, in which the plain­ 
tiff claims he was damaged to the 
extent of $10,000, a verdict was 
brought in for the plaintiff R . *he 
entire amount asked and for the 
cost of the suit, the whole amount 
of the verdict against the bank be­ 
ing $11,500, says Saturday’s K a n ­ 
sas C ity Journal. 
This is one of the most interest­ 
ing cases ever tried in this city, and 
it also establishes a precedent that 
will be cr isidered in ail the banks 
of the 
CO intry when the question 
of forcing 
collections 
is consid­ 
ered. 
A little over a year ago Mr. R a y 
borrowed between $1,600 and $1,- 
700 from the Law'son bank. 
Mr. 
R a y lives in Lane county, Kas., 
but his business transactions were 
with a Missouri bank. 
In making 
application for the loan, he says, 
he gave the bank several references 
that were considered by the bank 
before 
the 
loan 
was 
accepted. 
W hen the loan became due R ay 
was unable to pay it, and the bank 
had him arrested on the ground 
that he had secured the loan under 
false pretenses. 
The bank, Mr. R a y says, said 
that he had made false statements 
of his 
condition 
and 
property. 
A fter Mr. R a y shook off the indict­ 
ment he brought suit for false im­ 
prisonment, 
with 
the above re­ 
sult.
